How has he loft all chefe, and the Cha- 
raéter of his own Condu@, in turning 
‘School-mafter, to teach che barbarous 
cowardly Nations the Are of Fighting, and 
op:ning a Door to the Muftevires, to be- 
come the Terror of Europe; who, being 
oace in{truéted in the Art of War, may in 
Time over-run us all, asthe wild Northern 
Nations once did the Roman Empire———- 
But of this bereafser.
